Have read your Review, Dec. the 13,1 705,and your Preface to your 
laſt on that Subject. in both which you ſeem to be too Vain- glor 00s; 
affecting Popularity and Faction, appcaring to be ſome Mighty Man in 
bringing ſome great things to paſs, when alas! it all centers in A great 
noiſe about not hing, fave only your Reflecting on both Houſes of Parlia- 
ment, ſaying, Tbe Houſeof Lords ha ue cramm d a Vote or two down their 
Thkroats, &c, When both the Houſes vote freely, and room left for Diſ- 
ſent, then no cramming and forcing as you intimate; all which I paſs by 
without farther Remarks. In the next place I come to take notice of a 


Paſſage more becoming us to cor. trovert, than to meddle with the Go- 


vernment, Viz. 

I call the Diſſenters, ſay you, thoſe four ſorts of differing People,called 
Presbyterians, Independents, Baptiſts and Quakers; all Chriſtians, 
and Proteſtant Diſſenters; for I am not ſo narrow in my Charity, what- 
ever ſome People may ſuggeſt, as not to think the Quakers Chriſtians ; 
and many of them better Chriſtians too, than thoſe that pretend to con- 
denn them,——1 am not to debate the Fundamental. of any Chriſtians 
that profeſs to believe in Feſus. (Review Dec. 13. p. 2.) 

Now if to believe in Feſ#s be the Characteriſtick of a Chriſtian, as l 
believe it is, then thoſe who do not believe in J̃eſus conſequently are no 
Chriſtians, and therefore no Proteſtant Diſſenters; and that the Quakers 
are ſuch as have no Right to that Venerable Name, I refer you to a Book 
wrote by M. E. Cocłſon, a Divine of our Church, intituled, The Quakers 
#0 Proteſtant Diſſenters, and printed 1 704. ſold at the Green Dragon, and 


at the Dolphin in St. Paul's Churchyard, Lond. wherein it's clearly prov d 


from their Books, that they own not one of the Articles of the Apoſtle:

enters, An. 1701. intitaled An Eſſay towards a Compre henſion, c. p. 33. 
112. If we, ſay they, conſider the growth and increaſe of the Quakers, 
who by their profeſt Doctrines aim at the Deſtruction of all Magiſtracy, 
and are enden ouring to reduce all into a ſtate of Anarchy and confu- 
on. It being neceſſary that notorious depra vert of rhe Chri ian 
Faith, aud ſuch as cauſe wilful and unneceſſary Diviſions in the Church 
ſpuuld be cenfured according to the nature of their Crimes, —— The Re- 
ftritions added to theſe Propoſals, are deſigu d to prevent the growth of 
Quakeriſm, — who by diſſembling with GO D and Man, are endea- 
wouring te ſubvert the Faith once delivered to the Saints, &c. Thus, Sir, 
you fee what this. Honeſt Diſſenter in conjunction with his Brethren 
ſay, whicifis on many Heads, as well as on this of Quakeriſm, full and 
comprehenſive. p | — 

Bur ſecondly, I ſhall give you the ſenſe of many more Proteſtant Diſ- 
ſenters as collected by the Quakers themſelves ; ( Qua. A new Nick, cr.

if Hell were broke looſe, and poſſe ſons of Satan were to make way,and fit 
Souls for the Quakers Spirit. Oh! the Blaſphemy and Holatry of theſe 
Dark Lanthorn Men, being hid with palpable Tua very, and bold Impz- 
dence: Abſurd Blaſphemy, Idiots, and prodigiouſiy wicked; Oh ! the 
Hel dark Expreſſions of the Quaker Teachers, ſpeaking the amazing De- 
laſions of Satan. W. Pen a preſumptuous and blind Accuſer a treache- 
rous Sophifter, and wilful deluder, an infallible Stager, and wicked For- 
ger. They render the Holy Scriptures to be of no more Authority than 
£ſlop's Fables, the Blood of Chriſt no better than the Blood of another 
Man, The Quakers are the Spawn of that wicked Brood the Ranters, 
having lickt up their Pomit : The Tendency of all the Quakers Reaſon- 
ing about Iuſtituted Religion, is to debauch Mankind, their owning Jc- 
ſus Chriſt i xo other than a Myſtical Romance: Their Principles im- 
prov'd are deſtructi ve to al Humane Society: they are very Cheats Im-

Thus, Sir, I have produced 51 Witne ſſes of Presbyterians, Indepen- 
dants and Anabaptiſis, and could preſent you with as many more of 
our Learned and Reverend Divines of our Church, if I thought they 
would be of the ſame weight with you,that the- Quakers are no Chrifti- 
ans, and yet all Men of Chriſtian Charity, whar think you of it? Do 
you think the, Quakers are better Chriſtians theu theſe Þ Yer this I 
mult fay that the Quakers are more excuſable than other Diſſenters, in 
theirSeparation ſrom us on their vn Principles, for they believe not one 
Article of the Chriſtian Faith, ſo no marvel they ſeparate. Bur you be- 

 lieve the ſame with us touching all the Fundamentals of Chriſtianity 


and, 
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that; and firſt endeavour to convince the Quakers of their damnable 
Hereſies, and perſuade them to a Retractation; this I confeſs would be 
a laudable piece of Service: Yea, far better than to ſow Pillows under 
their Arm-holes, and by defending them as Chriſtians, when they are 
not, harden them in-their Infidelity : and eſpecially fince chey now tell 
ns in Print, that their Principles are now the ſame as they were in their 
Beginning, as I have before obſerv'd : And ſince they thus re- aſſert their 
Ancient Principles, and tell us they are not changed in any Reſpetr, 
which I never heard that the Proteffant Di/ienters ever ſaid. I ſhall 
ſhew they were and ſtill are Enemies to Monarchy. as well as Chriſtia- 
nity; and that in their incouraging the late Wars agaivit the King, be- 
ing one of the Principal Charges above recited, viz. 

Ts thee, O Oliver Cromwell, thus ſaith the Lord, I have choſen thee 
among the thouſands of the Nations to execute my wrath upon my Ene- 
mies, and gave them to thy Sword, with which I fang bi for the zeal of 
my own Nam; and gave thee the Enemies of my own Seed t be a curſe 
and a reproach for ever: And I made thee an Inſtrument again# them, 
And many have | cut down by my Sword in thy Hand,that my 

wrath might be executed upon them to the utmo#t . (The Righteoul- 
neſs of God, p 11.) George Rofl. 

To which let me add another Paſſage of the Quakers Incourage- 
ment to Oliver Cromwell, by Geo, Fox, their great Prophet and Apoſtle ; 
after which I ſhall ſhew how they diſcourage Her Majeſty's Soldiers in 
the preſent War with France, viz. 

Oh, Oliver! hadff thou been frithful, and thundered down Deceit, 
the Hollanders had been thy Subjects and Tributers ; and Germany had 
giuen up to have done thy Will; aud the Spaniard bad quivered like a 
dry Leaf The King of France ſhould have bowed under thee his 
Neck; the Pope ſhould have withered as in winter; the Turk in all his 
fatneſs ſhould have ſmoaked. Thou ſhould not have ſtood rrifling about 

things, but minded the work of the LORD, as he began with thee 
at firft ; ſober men and true hearts (meaning Quakers) took part with 
thee, Oh take heed ! and do not flight ſuch, leaft thou weaken thy ſelf, 
and do not diſown ſuch (Quakers) as the Lord hath ond; thy dread 
is not yet all gone, nor thy amazement : Ariſe, and come forth, for 
hadft thou been faithful thou ſhould have crurabled' Nations to duſt. 
(Councel and Advice, &c. p. 26,27.) Geo. Fox” 

I could recite twenty times as much, not only of their encouraging 
Oliver and his Soldiers in the late wars againſt the King and Royal 
Family ; bur of their juſtifying the Murther of King. Charles I. and of 
their being then actually in Arms againſt the King, But in 1660, their 
minds chang d with Olivers party, becauſe they ſav no hopes of Suc- 


ceſs, and ever ſinee has not only been a uſeleſs People, with reſpect to

And which Praice,nor the Book in. Vindication of it, has yet been pub- 
lickly condemned by the Quakers, but the Book cried up and diſperſed 
2 hundred miles about; vx.

Now, Mr, De-foe,what think you of theſe ſcandalous Verſes ? which 
this Quaker Teacher fixed on St. Andrews's Church-wall in Canter- 
bury, December the third 1702, in the time of Divine Service, it be- 
ing the day commanded by Her MAJESTY's Proclamation for Pub- 
lick Thankſgiving for the good Succeſs of Her Arms? You ſee they 
keep their Ancient Teſtimony ; not only by opening their Shops and 
following their outward Callings on thoſe days, in contempt of our 
Sovereign Lady the QUEEN, Her Crown and Dignity ; bur as a far- 
ther Aggravation of their contempt, to fix up ſuch horrid ſcandalous 


Verſes: And which is ſtill more impudent, they have ſince vindicated 
this their contempt in Print, reciting both the ſaid Verſes, the Evi- 
| dence and Indictment, charging the Jury with Perjury, the Court with 

Lies; whilſt yer he confeſſed the Fact, calling the ſaid Proſecution, Per- 
ſecution for Kighteouſneſs ſake.
